THE PORTUGUESE IN CHINA. 

At the last meeting .of the China. Branch 
of the Buyal Asiatic Society, at Shanghai, 
Mr Z By Volpioelli read a: paper, ‘before 
@ numerous eudience, including most of the 
Consuiar beds, upon ‘Early Portugneso 
Commeres aud Settlements in China.’ . 

The Lecturer commenced by. remarking 
that ‘the early Portuguese settlements in 
Ching form an: interesting study, as they 
mark the furthest advance of that-European 
nation which led the way in the continuous 
movement of colonial and commercial - ex- 
pansion which haa been going dn for the 
ast font hundred years, and which forms 


such an important. factor in the. modern 


history of the world. The cause of Porta. 
guese expansion be asoribed to her. peogta- 
phical position. ‘in the. Weat, of Europe, 
pointing out that-the other nations which 
had formed or attempted to form. colonial 
omplyes,—England, Spain, Holland, and 
France—were all similarly situated, bat at 
the sume:time-there was a difference in the 
origin of the Portuguese colonial empire 
compared to that of other nationa, The 
uthers, even when tost successful, a8 in the 
caseo! Boyland, bad-oxpanded unconacioualy, 
either seizing opportanities which presented 
themaelves or being driven to conquest by, 
circumstances; they. had never carried out a, 
plon elaborated for years and perscyored in: 
+ Againet every discouragement and difficulty, 
thoagh with ‘the certainty that, immense 
wealth would be the reward of success. Por- 
tugal started. with a olear. plan, though 
fraught with many difficulties; the disoovery 
of a new trude route, whioh she saw must, 
give her fur’ a long time. the monopoly of 
Eaatera commerce, This was 9 new depar- 
ture in history.. Hitherto all the products 
ot further Asia had been brought to the 
Europeou markets through tho Red Sea, and 
Persfac Gulf, and the wealth and prosperity 
of the Italian ‘maritime cities duriag the 
Middle Ages wae owing to their monopoly of 
thy ourrying trade of these products in the 
Mediterranean, The genius of Prince Henry 
the Navigator inspired bim with the bold 
plan of reachiog Endio by dirpot, sea-route 
round Afries, thus securing for Portugal 
not only the twonopoly enjoyed by the Ita- 
Jiene.in tho. Mediterranean, but also that, of 
the Arabs and Indians in the Indian Ocean.
